TOWNSHIP LEASES PLOT 



Realization that a magazine, used for 
the storage of tremendous quantities of 
powder and dynamite, is located within 
the boundaries of the new Penn Valley 
section, has caused apprehension and a 
flood of protests from residents of that 
community and the eastern end of the 
Main Line. 

The magazine is situated near the 
middle of the Penn Valley development, 
off Centennial Road, about a mile north 
of Narberth, and not over five hundred 
feet from the township dump. It is on 
ground owned by Lower Mcrion Town- 
ship aild leased by the Scott Supply Com- 
pany, 4459 Main Street, West Mana- 
yunk. It is understood that the lease 
has seven years to run. 

In a letter to Frank Mancill, a mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the 
Penn Valley Association and Commission- 
er from the General Wayne District, Guy 
Croyle, Narberth contractor, who is 
building a new home about 1000 feet 
from the explosive magazine, said, "A 
tremendous amount of high explosives are 
kept there and while 1 am sure every 
precaution is taken to protect them it 
seems very dangerous as there is a fire 
going most of the time on the township 
dump. The danger I have in mind might 
be caused by a fanatic or by men loading 
or unloading the explosives or by a grass 
fire getting beyond control of fire com- 
panies. . . ." 

Examination of the ground surround- 
ing the wooden shack, used as an over- 
flow storage magazine for the concrete 
pill box, shows a ring of burnt grass 
within two feet of the building. Mr. 
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Cut Down Turnabout; 

to Be New Bus Stop 

Work was commenced this week in 
cutting down the green plot at Haver- 
ford Avenue and the Narberth Station. 
All within a radius of three feet of the 
tree in the middle will be removed, a 
cement wall will be built around the 
remaining bit of earth, and the in- 
creased space made available will be 
used as the regular stopping place for 
buses, both east and west bound. 

This will be the only stopping place 
for the buses between Narberth and 
Haverford Avenues, and Windsor and 
Lssex Avenues. The object of this 
project, worked out by railroad engi- 
neers in conjunction with borough 
authorities, is to alleviate traffic con- 
gestion at the station and at the same 
time save the tree in the middle of 
he plot.

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As Architect Sees Penn Wynne School 



Latest Improvements in New Structure to 

Serve Community's Educational Needs 



The new elementary school to he erect- 
ed at Haverford Road and Brinton Lane, 
Penn Wynne, to serve the new communi- 
ties of Penn Wynne and Overhrook Hills- 
in-Merion, will he one of the finest in the 
Township. 

It was designed by Ralph K. White, the 
architect of the Lower Merion High 
Schools and other elementary schools in 
the Township. Situated on five acres of 
high ground, it will have a commanding 
position and plenty of space for an ath- 
letic field. 

In general appearance it will he quite 
similar to the Wyunewood Road School 
though a trifle larger. Of fire-proof con- 
struction throughout, its exterior walls 
will be of brick with limestone trim. 

On the main floor there will he eleven 
class rooms, an office, teacher's room, 
girl's locker and toilet, hoy's locker and 
toilet, two large toilet rooms, a wood- 
working room, paint and glue room, large 
lumber storage, and storage rooms. 

The second floor will contain ten class 



rooms, large teacher's and projection 
room, cafeteria and kitchen, teacher's 
dining room and large storage room. A 
large janitor's room, storage battery 
room and boiler room will comprise the 
basement facilities. 

The Bowden Construction Company of 
Philadelphia is the general contractor for 
the job. It is expected that work will 
commence on May 1. The school will 
have to he finished by July 1, 1931, and 
will be ready for occupancy in the Fall of 
19.31. It will cost approximately $400,- 
000. It will be heated by an oil burner 
and the unit system.

Foreword : This editorial is not an endorsement of any candidate 
but is rather a discussion of prevailing sentiment locally on the political 
aspect. 

With the primaries only a month away, the impression increases 
rather than diminishes that Pennsylvania is witnessing a contest of per- 
sonalities rather than issues. There are differences, of course, and they 
widen on a graph beginning at the top with the U. S. Senatorial aspirants. 
Senator Grundy and Secretary of Labor Davis are such excellent sena- 
torial material that it seems a shame that two of them cannot he elected 
to the office. Both are safe, sane and sound. Not everyone will agree 
that the same adjectives can be applied to Messrs. Brown and Pinchot 
with any degree of equality, but partisans of each are numerous and 
vehement. (For some reason no one seems to be excited about the Inde- 
pendent Wet Ticket.) 

Locally there is also likely to be much splitting of votes, although 
here the issue is clearly drawn ; organization and anti-organization. 

The attitude of one voter who recently discussed the situation with 
the writer is interesting. He said he would vote: For Grundy because 
he is the best equipped man to represent Pennsylvania's interests in the 
U. S. Senate; for Pinchot because he is a naturalist, conservationist and 
economist; for Ludlow for the State Senate because he is a neighbor and 
an esteemed Main Line citizen ; for Assemblyman Fred C. Peters because 
he is a neighbor, highly respected citizen of the community, is doing a 
good job and should be permitted to continue it. 

That is just one opinion of an ultra-Independent Republican. There 
will be quite a few of his class, however, at the coming polls. 

At the other extreme is the dyed-in-the-wool, rock-ribbed, regular 
Republican. How can he vote except for Grundy, Brown, Boyd and 
Peters? Secretary Davis' friends will say that is not a fair question and 
we'll admit a slight local viewpoint on Joseph R.

SEEK SHADE TREE BODY 



Bala-Cynwyd's Neighborhood Club, 
at its March meeting held Tuesday 
the twenty-fifth in the Cynwyd Fire 
Hall, heard: 

1. The Pennsylvania Railroad has 
abandoned its idea, proposed last sum- 
mer, of a bus line from City Hall to j 
Bala-Cynwyd and other Main Line 
points. 

2. Instead, improved train service 
is expected for Bala-Cynwyd, and 
other stations on the Schuylkill Divi- 
sion by the end of July, when it is ex- 
pected electrification will be completed 
as far west as Franklin avenue, Nor- 
ristown. Lloyd A. Ungcr, chairman 
of the club's Public Service Committee, 
reported that at a conference with rail- 
road officials last Friday, he had made 
a plea for more trains to and from 
Philadelphia, and that the prospects 
of increased and improved service on 
the new electric line are bright. 

3. Appointment of a Shade Tree 
Commission for Lower Mcrion is to 
be asked the township commissioners 
by a new Neighborhood Club commit- 
tee consisting of L. Bert Eyster, H. 
'Ileason Mattoon and Carl Peler Birk- 
inbine. It was pointed out that many 
other communities have such commis- 
sions, that Pennsylvania law permits 
their appointment, and that Lower 
Morion's commissioners have the 
necessary authority. 

•1. Township Treasurer Peter C. 
Hess announced that the County Com- 
missioners have decided to improve Old 
Lancaster Road (a county highway) 
all its length from the corner of Mont- 
gomery Pike and Levering Mill Road, 
to the corner of City Line and Fifty- 
fourth Street. The work of resurfac- j 
ing the road is expected to be done [ 
this summer, at a cost of nearly $50,- I 
000. 

S. Joseph L. Bowles, executive sec- 
retary of the Ardmore Chamber of 
Commerce, declared that Main Line 
communities have the greatest earning 
and buying power of any in the Phila- 
delphia metropolitan area; that the 
average income of the heads of families 
between Overbrook and Wayne has 
been computed at $6890 a year; that 
indications point to more first-class 
stores following Strawbridge and 
Clothier's example, with a tendency to 
making the Main Line "another Fifth 
Avenue." 

Announcement was made by Presi- 
dent James E. Hammer that Chair- 
man H. Gleason Mattoon, of the club's 
Public Improvement Committee, will 
ask co-operation of other organizations 
along the Main Line in combating 
Japanese beetles this spring. j 

It was announced that a new com- ! 
mittee to revise the club's By-Laws | 
has been appointed, consisting of j 
(ieorge W. Selby, Charles S. Shinn 
and David G. Wilson. 

William S. Jackson, chairman of the 
Membership Committee, reported that 
a membership campaign is under way, 
and urged club members to aid. Speak- 
ing of non-members, he said, "We need 
'them and we think they need us. If 
club members will attend meetings 
more regularly and show greater at- 



tention to the club, the interest of 
their neighbors will be stimulated, and 
it will be better for us all."

Economies Effected by Philadel- 
phia Electric During 
1929. 



A generally satisfactory year is re- 
flected in the first annual report of 
Philadelphia Electric Company for the 
year 1929 made public by William H. 
Taylor, president. 

The present Philadelphia Electric 
Company was incorporated October 
.51, 1929. as the result of a merger and 
consolidation of t lie Philadelphia Elec- 
tric Company, the Philadelphia Sub- 
urban-Counties (ias and Electric Com- 
pany and three small gas companies. 
The financial statements given in the 
report are for the present system and 
include all of the companies now com- 
prising the syst' ;n 

Increase in quantity sales of elec- 
tricity and gas, evidencing an increased 
individual use of the company's serv- 
ice, as well as increases in the operat- 
ing revenue with a reduction in the 
operating ratio, and rate revisions 
showing a total estimated annual sav- 
ing to customers of $1.91.3.000 ;ire 
some of the high lights of the report. 
Mr. Tayor's report in part follows: 

"At "the end of 1929, electric, gas 
and steam heat customer, as repre- 
sented by the number of active meters 
connected to the lines, totaled 45,185; 
3",02 or 5.5 per cent, more than the 
number connected at December 31. 
1928. During the year electric meters 
increased to 623,371 with a gain of 31,- 
619 or 5.3 per cent:; gas meters 
showed an increase of 7.404 or 6.5 per 
cent., making the end-of-thc-year total 
120.984, and steam heat meters, num- 
bering 830 at the end of the year, 
gained 39 or 4.9 per cent. 

"Electric sales for the year amounted 
to 2.650.234.581 kilowatt-hours, being 
504.897.101 kilowatt-hours or 23.5 per 
cent, more than for 1928; gas sales of 
5.437.279.253 cubic feet increased 761,- 
894,553 cubic feet or 16.3 per cent. 
Steam heat sales of 578,359.436 pounds 
were 46.711,766 pounds or 7.5 per cent, 
under those of the preceding year. 

"Rate revisions effecting substantial 
reductions in charges to the company's 
customers — the total estimated annual 
savings were $1,913,000 — were made 
during the year. 

"The balance of income available 
for dividends on preferred and com- 
mon stocks and other cororated pur- 
poses amounted to $19,054,150 as com- 
pared with $15,508,138 for the vear 
1928.

President Woodrow Wil- 
son and family at one time occupied 
the old parsonage. George W. Childs, 
of the Philadelphia Ledger, donated 
the fine window in memory of Charles 
Thomson. Quite a number of the de- 
scendants of William Penn, some fifty 
soldiers in the various American wars 
and many others are buried in this 
God's act|e. Bob Burdette, soldier, 
author, humorist and preacher, was 
started on his ministerial career in this 
church. Many will be glad to rejoice 
with the church Sunday on its reopen- 
ing. 



J. Crosby Brown Left 
Estate of #450,000 and Up 

An estate of "$450,000 and upwards" 
is disposed of in the will of James 
Crosby Brown, of "Clifton Wyngates," 
Mill Creek Road, Ardmore, who died 
April 1, near his office at Sixteenth 
and Walnut Streets. 

Mr. Brown was resident partner of 
Brown Brothers & Co., and was fifty- 
seven. 

He directed in the will, which was 
admitted to probate at Norristown, 
that his secretary, Sara B. Reese, re- 
ceive $2000, and that each other em- 
ployee still in his service receive $100. 

The balance of the estate is divided 
into four parts.

There are gifts of $25,000 each to Yale 
University and St. Paul's School, 
$10,000 to the Polyclinic Hospital and 
the Pennsylvania Institution for In- 
struction of the Blind; $5000 to Bryn 
Mawr Hospital, and J1000 to the 
Phelps Trust Association, of New 
Haven, Conn.

A group of early risers, the Eagle 
Patrol of Bala-Cynwyd, Troop No. 2, 
set out for Washington at 7 A. M. 
Friday, March 4. The patrol, consist- 
ing of Herbert Harkins, John Tipton, 
Cason Ruckcr, Charles Lueders, Jack 
Condon, Richard Beck, Clarke Morian 
and William Macan, was in charge of 
Assistant Scoutmaster Frank H. Sccly, 
Jr., and was accompanied by Harry 
Shiimvcll, of Brooklinc, who acted as 
official photographer. 

After a six-hour drive in automo- 
biles, the group arrived in Washing- 
ton and drove directly to the Hotel 
Raleigh, where rooms bad been re- 
served. From here the boys, after 
seeing President Hoover as he started 
for a week-end fishing trip, went to 
the Labor Building, where they met 
Secretary Davis. Pennsylvania candi- 
date for Senator. 

The next event was the meeting of 
Secretary Mellon at the Treasury 
Building. lie shook hands with the 
boys and told them that he bad seen 
only a small part of Washington, so 
occupied had he been with his work. 

The boys were fortunate in the fact 
that the cherry blossoms in Potomac 
I 'ark were in bloom, and they enjoyed 
very much the sight of these blossoms. 

About 5 P. M. the Lincoln Me- 
morial was visited, and the setting sun 
shining on this marble building was 
indeed a beautiful spectacle. It was 
learned that the magnificent statue 
of Lincoln in this famous memorial is 
thirty feet tall and is in nineteen sec- 
tions, weighing a total of ISO tons. 

The boys were free during the eve- 
ning and some went to a show while 
others saw the Congressional Library 
and the originals of the Constitution 
of the United States and the Declara- 
tion of Independence reposing under 
a special yellow glass, and presumably 
happy in their permanent marble rest- 
ing place. 



Saturday morning was spent in see- 
ing the Bureau of Printing and Engrav- 
ing. Through the courtesy of Secre- 
tary Mellon, a special trip was ar- 
ranged through this building. After 
meeting Director Alvin W. Hall, the 
boys were accompanied by the Cap- 
tain of the (iuard on an extensive tour 
of this vast money-making plant. To 
see the packets of $20,000 was (piite 
impressive, but none could be obtained 
to till empty pockets. 

From this bureau the boys crossed 
into Virginia where they visited Mt. 
Vernon. Here they found excellent 
scenery and George Washington's 
house, which had 'been kept in such 
good condition that it seemed modern, 
especially with moving picture cam- 
eras grinding away from the outside. 
A drive down Ambassador Row in 
Washington finished the day, and 
again the boys went their own ways. 

On Sunday moring a heavy rain be- 
gan to fall, but this did not keep the 
Scouts from going to Arlington Cem- 
etery, where they paid tlieir respects 
at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier, 
to those who fell in the World War. 
From there they drove to the Wash- 
ington Monument, where, when the 
gates were finally opened at 12:30, sev- 
eral Scouts waiked to the top. and 
viewed the Capital from another angle. 

Finally, at 1 P. M., after a last 
look at Washington, the Eagle Patrol 
was once more homeward bound. After 
a long and tedious trip on wet. slip- 
pery roads, the boys arrived at the; 
home of Troop Committeeman Clarke! 
H. Morian. Mcrion, where they bad '■ 
dinner and related the interesting ! 
events of their trip. I

Historic Old Papers Discovered by Cynwyd Man 

Tell of Civil War and Lincoln's Assassination 



Stowed away in an old family chest 
where they have been carefully pre- 
served for more than half a century, 
a collection of one hundred and fifty- 
two newspapers published before, dur- 
ing and after the Civil War period, 
"covering" outstanding events of the 
time, such as the inauguration, assassi- 
nation and funeral of Abraham Lin- 
coln, trial of the assassin and conspir- 
ators, progress of all the important 
■battles, and the death of General La- 
fayette, was discovered recently by J. 
Ogden Cuthbcrt, 4th, 130 Edgchill 
Road. Cynwyd. 

One hundred and twenty-one papers 
in the collection are issues of The 
Philadelphia Pnquircr; two were pub- 
lished by The Inquirer and Daily 
Courier; one is an issue of the Phila- 
delphia Independent Gazctecr, or the 
Chronicle of Freedom; still another 
is an issue of the Pennsylvania Packet 
and Daily Advertiser, and the remain- 
ing publications are issues of Philadel- 
phia, New York and Chicago news- 
papers. 

The two oldest publications in the 
collection are the Philadelphia Inde- 
pendent Gazctecr and the Pennsylvania 
Packet and Dailv Advertiser, pub- 
lished on March 22, 1783, and April 30, 
1789, respectively, the former therefore 
being nearly one hundred and fifty 
years old. 

The collection of old newspapers was 
found by Mr. Cuthbcrt one rainy day 
when he was browsing around in his 
cellar. His roving eye fell on the old 
family chest and his curiosity was 
aroused. He often wondered what was 
in the chest, although he knew there 
was nothing of particular commercial 
value, and he therefore determined to 
investigate and see. When he opened 
the chest and found the newspapers he 
was amazed not only because of their 
historical interest, hut because of their 
fine state of preservation. 

Mr. Cuthbert explained that the 



chest had been handed down from one 
generation of his family to the next, 
and that it originally belonged to J. 
Ogden Cuthbert, 1st, so that he be- 
lieves it must have been the original , 
J. Ogden Cuthbert who started the j 
collection. He was a prominent Phil- 1 
adelphian in his day. i 

Many of the newspapers are illus- i 
trated with pictures reproduced from l 
drawings, and quaint advertisements] 
fill the back pages. I 

An admirable description of the fu-f 
neral of President Lincoln is given in j 
the issue of The Philadelphia Inquirer,! 
April 20. 1865, under the heading "Thcj 
Nation Mourns Its Loss." A picture ' 
of the funeral car of the martyr Presi- 
dent appears on the upper portion of 
the front page, while below is a repro- 
duction of the coffin, reported at the 
time as "probablv the handsomest ever 
constructed in this country." 

On an inside page is an advertise- 
ment of the preamble and resolutions 
drawn up by the First Troop, Phila- 
delphia City Cavalry, in which that 
body went on record as grieving great- 
ly the loss of the President and pledg- 
ing to uphold the Government in the 
crisis. 

"Resolved." reads a portion of the 
document, "That in the death of Abra- 
ham Lincoln the country has lost a, 
man who has stood second to none. 
Washington being her saviour and | 
Lincoln her redeemer." ; 

The death of Lafayette was reported | 
in The Inquirer and Daily Courier on j 
Friday. June 20. 1834. A special nost-| 
script in the upper left-hand corner | 
reads: "From the New York Courier! 
and Enmn'rrr. Extra. The shin. Siles j 
Richards. Captain Burslev, has just ar- j 
rived at this port from Liverpool, from j 
whence she sailed on the 2f>th day ofj 
Mav. The most important intelligence I 
received bv the arrival is the death ofj 
General Lafavatte. Tin's afflicting! 
event occurred on the 20th dav of I 
May."

Xot only is Lower Merion the rich- 
est township in the United States, but 
the entire Main Line, from Ovcrbrook 
to Wayne, has the greatest per capita 
earning and buying power of any sec- 
tion of the Philadelphia metropolitan 
area. — That was the statement made 
by Joseph L. Bowles, executive secre- 
tary of the Ardmore Chamber of Com- 
merce, to the Bala-Cynwyd Neighbor- 
hood Club at its meeting March 25. 

The Cawl survey statistics compiled 
by the Philadelphia Public Ledger at 
a cost of $100,000 in an 18-month sur- 
vey completed last year, were quoted 
by Mr. Bowles to substantiate his 
claims. "The average annual income 
of the head of each of Philadelphia's 
469,860 families was found to be $2,- 
580^67; in suburbs such as Chestnut 



Hill the average was considerably 
greater; but the highest average is on 
the Main Line, from Ovcrbrook to 
Wayne — of $6890 per year for the 
heads of families, not including other 
members of the families." 

Mr. Bowles prefaced statistics of 
various communities along the Line by 
pointing out that the percentage of 
telephones in use is the most accurate 
yardstick of the incomes of house- 
holders. The percentage of high school 
and college graduates in each com- 
munity, he called its "cultural back- 
ground." In computing population he 
gave an estimate of four and one half 
persons in each average family.

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To Enlarge Area of 
Penn Valley Section 

To Include Land Between State 

Road and Schuylkill 

River 



At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Penn Valley Association 
on April 9, at the Montgomery School 
in Penn Valley, the suggestion of 
Percival Rohcrts that the Penn Valley 
district be enlarged to include the 
section between State Road and the 
Schuylkill River was acted upon 
favorably. This section at the present 
time contains comparatively few resi- 
dents, but it is certain to be developed 
rapidly within the next few years. 

A map which has been prepared of 
Penn Valley and which shows also the 
principal roads leading to and from the 
district was examined by the Com- 
mittee and instructions were issued to 
have this map printed, and have copies 
sent to the membership and also to all 
transportation companies, express, 
postal and freight stations, bus lines, 
taxi lines, Philadelphia and Mont- 
gomery County merchants and to any 
others who might have reason to know 
of the new community. 

The chairman of the Landscape 
Committee reported that the new 
marking signs will be erected within 
the next few weeks. He also reported 
that several hundred flowering cherry 
trees had been planted, bordering 
certain Penn Valley streets. 

The president described the arrange- 
ments which have been made with the 
Bell Telephone Company for the list- 
ing of Penn Valley residents under 
the name Penn Valley. He also 
described the arrangements made with 
the_ Philadelphia Post Office for the 
delivery of mail to this new section. 

M. R. Kondolf, who has been secre- 
tary of the. association since its organ- 
ization, resigned, and Dr. Gibson Bell, 
Head Master of the Montgomery 
School, consented to serve for the 
balance of the year 1930. 

A letter from certain members of 
the association protesting against the 
storage of dynamite within the area 
in which the association is active was 
the subject of some discussion and it 
was formally voted to protest against 
the continuance of this nuisance within 
Penn Valley. It was also voted to 
urge the discontinuance of the pig- 
geries which are now located within 
this area. 

A general meeting of the member- 
ship of the association was called to 
be held on Wednesday evening, April 
30. at 8 o'clock at the Montgomery 
School.

Change Summer 

Collection Schedule 



At the April meeting of Council on 
Monday evening, a letter was read 
from J. B. MacKenzie, president of 
the Narbrook Park Association, with 
reference to putting Narbrook Park 
on the same basis as the other streets 
in the borough. The communication 
was referred to the Highway Com- 
mittee. 

A recommendation of the Highway 
Committee that collections of rubbish 
during the summer months be made 
every other week instead of once a 
month, was approved. The complete 
report follows: 

"Your Committee on Highways and 
Sewers submits the following report 
for the month of March and wishes 
also to make the following recom- 
mendations: — 

"We recommend that we be author- 
ized to spend not more than $75 for 
the installation of an inlet in the gutter 
on the east side of Essex Avenue at 
a low spot approximately midway be- 
tween the Post Office and the rear of 
Mr. Ricklin's store. 

"We also recommend that we be 
authorized to spend not more than 
$250 to remove entirely the two de- 
pressed gutters at the intersection of 
Windsor and Grayling Avenues. 

"We recommend that the present 
winter schedule of ash and rubbish 
collections be discontinued on May 
31, and that the summer schedule this 
year should provide for collections 
every other week instead of once a 
month as in the past. The following 
is the schedule of weeks which we 
propose to adopt for the summer 
collection: Weeks of June l ) and 27,; 
July 7 and 21; August 4 and 18; Sep- 
tember 1 and 15. The winter schedule 
would be resumed on September 29 
and continue weekly thereafter. 

"Our total labor expense for the 
month of March was $1080, divided as 
follows: For collecting 849 cubic 
yards of ashes and rubbish, $754.50; 
for cleaning streets and storm sewer 
inlets, $305.50; for street maintenance. 
$20. Last month we installed an inlet 
at the northeast corner of Price and 
Essex Avenues at a cost of $24.80 for 
materials and $13.68 for labor."

Protest Explosive Magazine 
in Penn Valley Section 

CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1 

Croyle affirms that this shack has been 
filled to capacity with black powder and 
percussion caps. The concrete pill box, 
the main storage magazine, is used as 
the dynamite warehouse. Trucks have 
been seen coming down the narrow, 
rough road at high speed, loaded with 
cases of explosives which are deposited 
in the magazine. 

At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Penn Valley Association 
last Wednesday evening, it was voted to 
formally protest against "the continuance 
of this nusiance." 

The matter was called to the attention 
of Superintendent Charles P. Smith, of 
the Lower Merion Police, by Mr. Man- 
cil whose letter, in part, follows : "In 
view of the recent catastrophe at Devon, 
I think it would be well to look into this 
matter. The township dump is nearby 
and is afire most of the time and either 
the spread of this fire or the loading or 
unloading of other explosives or the 
work of a fanatic would set off this maga- 
zine. What supervision do we have in 
the matter? Will you kindly present the 
question at the next meeting of the Police 
and Fire Committee." 

The magazine is said to have been 
located at its present situation or near- 
by for approximately twenty years. It 
was there when the property was ac- 
quired by the township. The wooden 
shack is of recent construction. 

Following the receipt of Mr. Mancill's 
letter an investigation was commenced 
by Superintendent Smith. "We are going 
into the matter thoroughly," the Super- 
intendent said, "and will see that nothing 
is left undone in the way of safeguards 
and precautions." Examination of Gov- 
ernment methods of storing explosives at 
Fort Mifflin on the Delaware, the U. S. 
Naval Ammunition Depot, and at du- 
Pont's was made by Superintendent 
Smith. 

The concrete pill box, used as the 
dynamite storage warehouse, was said 
by the Superintendent to be all that a 
dynamite storage magazine should be. It 
has, he said, two natural barricades. An 
embankment rises in back of it and the 
ground in front is full of trees, which 
according to expert opinion, make a fine 
barricade. 

The wooden shack, used as the black 
powder warehouse, was not found by the 
police investigators to be in such good 
shape and steps will be taken to have this 
remedied. 

According to Superintendent Smith 
the average quantity of explosives kept in 
the two magazines is three to four hun- 
dred pounds of dynamite and the same 
amount of black powder.

Informal Talk Meeting 

Informal discussion of business 
problems and achievements by some 
of the members featured the April 
meeting of the Narberth Board 'of 
Trade, held in Elm Hall Monday 
night. George Dando, Maurice Fried, 
Ralph S. Dunne and Colonal A. A. 
Kiesler expressed their views on sub- 
jects ranging from buying children's 
wearing apparel to selling coal and 
groceries. 

Decision was made to abandon con- 
templated publication of a small book- 
let giving a listing of business houses 
in the borough, and announcement 
was made of a new policy to be fol- 
lowed at future meetings. For some 
time hereafter, it was decided, co-op- 
erative sales promotion work will be 
dropped, and the meetings each month 
will be devoted entirely to discussion 
of individual business problems and 
other matters affecting the Narberth 
business district.
